“The cider in the home may be al­ 
lowed to turn to vinegar if the owner 
desires, provided he adds no ^ugar or 
other 
fermentable substance 
to the 
cider or fruit juices to increase

alcoholic content thereof, inasmuch as 
such practice 
is held to constitute 
a 
mash fit for distillation within the pro­ 
visions of the act; he may sell vinegar 
to any one who may 
desire to pur­ 
chase it. 
“This regulation is not intended to 
cover 
the commercial 
use of 
cider 
and fruit juices, 
but merely the 
use 
of the same as applied to the home.” 
Ruling Brings Problems 
The 
ruling above, 
it is expected 
will result 
in a num ber of problems 
the solution of which may prove very 
interesting to the students. 
For in­ 
stance, 
it is held th a t 
one may buy 
fruit, 
have it 
made into cider 
and 
fruit juices, which 
he may consume 
at home. The cider, for instance, may 
be allowed to turn into vinegar, pro­ 
vided the owner does not add sugar 
or other fermentable substances. 
Now it is known th a t cider, if a l­ 
lowed to stand, will turn to vinegar 
without the aid of su g a r or any other 
fermentable 
substance. 
It 
also 
is 
known that there 
is a certain stage 
of natural ferm entation between cider 
and vinegar, when 
the brew is su f­ 
ficiently “hard” to produce interest­ 
ing results if taken 
in large quanti­ 
ties.
